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Literary  Awards  are  given  each  year  by  the  Illinois  Arts  Council  for 
the  publication  of  new  writing  by  Illinois  writers  in  Illinois  non-profit 
magazines.  The  awards  recognize  the  creative  excellence  of  Illinois 
writers  and  help  promote  greater  awareness  of  non-commercial 
publishing  in  the  state.  Companion  awards  of  $500  each  are  given  to 

17  writers  and  to  the  magazines  that  published  their  work. 

Eligibility 

1.  Nominations  for  awards  will  be  accepted  from  editors  of 
magazines  for  works  published  during  the  period  of 

Jan.  1,  1984  -  April  15,  1985. 

2.  The  magazines  must  be  non-profit  literary  publications  which  are 
not  primarily  vehicles  for  the  publication  of  a  school’s  faculty  and 
students. 

3.  Magazines  must  be  published  in  Illinois. 

4.  Writers  nominated  must  be  Illinois  residents  at  the  date  of 
application,  April  15,  or  writers  who  are  legally  Illinois  residents, 
but  who  are  traveling  out-of-state,  e.g.  teachers  on  leave-of-absence. 

5.  Only  works  of  fiction,  poetry,  and  essay,  never  previously 
published,  will  be  considered. 

6.  Editors  may  not  submit  their  own  work  from  their  own  magazine. 

How  to  Apply 

1.  Complete  the  Literary  Awards  Application  and  send  four  signed 
copies  along  with  required  attachments  to  the  I AC’s  Grants  Office. 

If  four  copies  of  the  application  and  four  copies  of  the  required 
attachments  are  not  sent,  the  application  will  be  considered 
ineligible. 

2.  Editors  may  submit  up  to  seven  entries  in  each  of  three  categories: 
poetry,  fiction,  and  essay.  (Maximum  number  of  entries  would 
equal  21.) 

Deadline 

The  annual  deadline  for  Literary  Awards  is  April  15.  Application 
materials  must  be  delivered  to  the  IAC  office  or  be  postmarked  on  or 
before  the  deadline  date.  If  April  15  occurs  on  a  weekend  or  a  legal 
holiday,  the  next  weekday  automatically  becomes  the  deadline  date.

1.  Editors  must  send  four  copies  of  each  issue  containing  works  to 
be  considered  to  the  IAC  along  with  the  completed  application 
form.  Paper  markers  should  be  inserted  in  each  issue  where  the 
nominated  works  appear.  The  magazines  will  not  be  returned. 

2.  List  of  writers  nominated  including  name,  address,  zip,  and  phone 
number  with  area  code. 

Please  attach  four  copies  of  required  support  materials  to  your 
application.  No  changes  or  additions  to  support  material  will 
be  accepted. 


Review 


A  panel  of  three  jurors  will  select  the  awards  recipients  based  on  the 
quality  of  the  writing. 


Notification 


Editors  will  receive  a  card  from  the  IAC’s  Grants  Office  to  acknowledge 
receipt  of  the  application.  Allow  two  weeks  after  the  deadline  for  the 
return  of  the  acknowledgement  card.  Announcement  of  grantees  and 
jurors  will  be  released  in  June.  Each  applicant  will  be  notified  in 
writing  of  the  jurors’  decision.
